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ELECTION 



In the Official Action dated January 14, 2005, the Examiner 
states that the application contains claims directed to three 
distinct species of the claimed invention, namely, Group I - Fig. 
1, Group II - Fig. 2, and Group III - Figs. 3-5. 

Applicant has been requested, under 35 U.S.C. Section 121, 
to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits 
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to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant hereby 
elects the species of the invention illustrated by Group III - 
Fig. 3-5. Claims 17 - 32 are readable on the elected species 
of the invention. 
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
